Report  of  Sister  in  Charge 

In  presenting  our  report  for  the  year  just  completed  it  is 
gratifying  to  realize  that  the  work  has  steadily  increased  each 
year,  and  with  the  work  the  financial  support  of  our  friends  and 
the  public  generally,  without  which  we  would  have  been  unable 
thus  to  do  just  a  little  more  to  help  make  easy  the  pathway  of  those 
whose  lives  are  running  so  persistently  in  the  lines  of  sickness 
and  suffering.  The  accompanying  figures  give  an  outline  only 
of  the  endless  chain  of  care  and  nursing  which  continues  day 


after  day.

The  list  of  admissions  for  the  year  shows  that  about  one- 
third  have  been  cases  of  tuberculosis,  received  in  most  instances 
from  the  Out-Patient  Department  of  the  Boston  Consumptives’ 
Hospital,  and  for  whom  we  receive  from  the  city  a  certain 
amount  of  board.  Our  great  desire  is  that  we  may  some  day  be 
in  sufficiently  good  financial  condition  to  take  free  patients  in 
this  ward,  as  there  are  so  many  poor  Southern  girls  with  no  city 
settlement,  who  for  lack  of  some  one  to  pay  for  them  have  often 
to  be  sent  far  away  from  their  few  acquaintances  to  a  State 
institution  and  end  their  days  in  loneliness. 

The  other  patients  are  principally  chronic  cases,  some  of 
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whom  remain  with  us  year  after  year,  as  they  are  too  aged  and 
feeble  for  the  battle  of  life  alone,  and  if  they  left  our  care  would 
soon  come  to  destitution  or  the  Alms  House.  Indeed  these 
cases  are  so  on  the  increase  that  it  seems  that  we  must  inevita¬ 
bly  provide  further  accommodation  for  them  if  we  are  to  con¬ 
tinue  our  usefulness  for  such  other  cases  as  need  hospital  care, 
but  from  their  long  continued  illness  are  not  eligible  for  the 
larger  hospitals.  These  cases  are  taken  free  of  charge,  or  for  as 
small  board  as  their  friends  can  afford  to  pay.  There  is  near  at 
hand,  almost  on  our  grounds,  a  brick  building  which  we  desire 
to  purchase  and  to  use  for  these  elderly  and  convalescent  women 
and  also  for  the  better  housing  of  the  working  staff'.  The  initial 
cost  of  purchase  and  equipment  would  be  about  $3500;  but  the 
amount  of  good  work  that  could  be  done  has  no  commercial 
value.  “  The  hands  of  the  Poor  of  Christ  are  the  best  bank,” 
and  u  those  who  give  are  more  blessed  than  those  who  receive.” 
The  dominant  note  for  the  year  is  one  of  thankfulness  that  the 
Putnam  mortgage  has  been  paid  in  full ;  that  we  have  been  able 
to  add  to  our  Endowment  Fund  with  the  Old  Colony  Trust 

j 

Co.  and  also  to  our  investments.  We  have  now  only  one  small 
mortgage  of  ^3350,  which  we  shall  hope  to  pay  off*  before  1913, 
when  we  attain  our  quarter  century  mark. 

The  Ladies’  Aid  Association  has  been  our  chief  help  in  all 
our  undertakings,  not  only  by  liberal  contributions,  notably  the 
Annual  Fair  in  November,  at  which  they  netted  over  $1000, 
and  the  spring  concert,  a  very  successful  venture,  but  also  by 
much  kindly  interest  and  encouragement.  The  visits  of  those 
appointed  for  each  month  are  looked  forward  to  with  pleasure 
by  the  patients,  and  the  Christmas  Festival  and  Tree  given  by 
them  is  a  happy  reminiscence  year  by  year.  The  resignation  of 
Mrs.  John  Lowell  as  President  after  years  of  faithful  service  is 
personally  a  matter  of  deep  regret  to  the  Sisters,  especially  as  we 
realize  what  strides  the  work  has  taken  during  her  term  of  office. 

The  St.  Monica’s  Sewing  Circle  has  been  very  active,  with 
their  table  at  the  Fair  and  by  contributing  to  the  Mortgage  Fund 
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W here  yellow  leaves ,  or  none,  or  few  do  hang  upon  those  boughs 


IVhich  shake  against  the  cold  bare  ruined  choirs  where  late  the  sweet  birds  sang. 


and  their  report  of  their  ten  years’  work,  the  actual  payments 
made  to  the  Home  amounting  to  $i  101.80,  shows  hard  work 
and  strenuous  effort.  There  have  also  been  several  Parlor  en¬ 
tertainments  given  by  other  groups  of  colored  women  and  the 
waiters  at  the  Vendome,  Young’s  Hotel  and  the  United  States 
Hotel  have  all  helped  by  gifts  in  money  or  in  kind.  The  St. 
Monica’s  Relief  Association  has  hardly  come  up  to  its  usual 
standard  this  year,  but  we  are  hoping  from  it  more  help  in 
the  near  future.  The  Needlework  Guilds  of  Boston  and 
Jamaica  Plain  are  very  generous  in  their  donations  of  useful  arti¬ 
cles,  keeping  our  clothespresses  well  supplied.  The  Young 
Men’s  Christian  Union,  with  their  unique  charity  have,  as  usual, 
provided  us  with  carriage  orders  and  trolley  tickets  for  those  able 
to  get  about,  and  many  private  benefactions  from  various  sources 
have  been  much  appreciated. 

Bishop  Lawrence  visited  the  Home  the  latter  part  of  Lent 
and  confirmed  five  patients  and  the  weekly  visitations  of  the 
chaplain  are  looked  forward  to  and  enjoyed.  In  conclusion  we 
wish  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  for  and  appreciation  of  all 
the  kindness  and  courtesy  shown  to  us  and  to  those  under  our 
care  by  our  medical  staff,  who  never  think  it  a  weariness  to  be 
called  up  at  any  time  when  thev  can  give  help  or  relief  to  any  of 
our  household. 

Our  needs  are  always  the  same  for  the  mortgage,  for  the 
Endowment  Fund,  for  our  daily  support,  but  most  of  all,  this 
year,  we  would  ask  for  contributions  towards  what  we  would 
like  to  call  our  “Extension  Fund,”  as  we  feel  sure  our  increased 
income  would  enable  us  to  meet  current  expenses  if  we  could 
get  the  initial  amount  for  the  purchase  and  equipment  of  an 
additional  building.

Medical  Report 

Boston,  December  /,  ipio. 

During  the  past  few  years,  we  have  given  much  attention 
to  the  tuberculosis  ward,  and  have  greatly  increased  the  number  of 
patients  under  our  care  by  placing  beds  on  the  veranda  and  erect¬ 
ing  tents  on  the  grounds.  As  our  grounds  are  large,  the  work 
in  this  department  can  be  enlarged  very  readily  with  the  mini¬ 
mum  of  expense  and  inconvenience.  Although  this  part  of  our 
work  is  very  important  and  helpful  to  the  community,  a  large  field 
in  the  care  of  non-tubercular  patients  awaits  us.  This  part  of 
the  work,  unfortunately,  is  much  hampered  by  our  cramped  wards 
which  are  totally  inadequate  to  meet  the  many  demands  made 
upon  them. 

We  have  at  present  several  elderly  patients  who  are  home¬ 
less  and  friendless,  and  who  are  sufficiently  incapacitated  to  make 
them  ineligible  for  a  home  for  aged  women.  Although  they 
need  watchful  nursing  and  not  infrequent  medical  attention,  they 
are  depriving  more  urgent  cases  of  such  help  as  our  Home 
affords.  Could  these  patients  be  provided  for  elsewhere,  the 
ward  which  they  now  fill  could  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  some 
of  the  acute  cardiac,  nephritic  and  rheumatic  cases  which  must 
be  refused  so  constantly  on  account  of  the  lack  of  sufficient

accommodation. 

Adjoining  our  property,  singularly  enough,  is  a  well  built, 
one  and  a  half  story,  brick  building,  which  could  be  remodelled 
very  readily  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  above-mentioned  elderly 
patients.  Not  only  would  this  addition  provide  the  much  desired 
room  for  expansion,  but  it  would  afford  comfortable  quarters 
where  the  comparatively  well  patients  could  be  spared  the  distress¬ 
ing  experience  of  being  in  a  small  ward,  where  not  infrequently 
an  acute  case  is  dying.  We  understand  that  this  property  is  for 
sale.  If  this  is  so,  the  medical  staff'  strongly  urge  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  its  purchase.  6 


The  same  policy  has  been  followed  this  year  as  for  the  past 
three  years,  of  having  four  physicians  on  service  for  a  period  of 
three  months  each.  Visits  have  been  made  regularly  Tuesdays 
and  Fridays,  and  when  necessary  extra  visits  have  been  made 
upon  critical  cases.  Dr.  John  T.  Williams,  who  has  served  the 
hospital  most  capably  during  the  past  two  years,  has  found  it 
necessary  to  resign  from  the  staff'.  His  services  have  been  thor¬ 
oughly  appreciated  and  it  is  with  sincere  regret  that  his  resigna¬ 
tion  has  been  accepted.  Dr.  Williston  W.  Barker  of  Dorches¬ 
ter  will  take  his  place.  In  addition  to  Dr.  Barker,  the  staff  next 
year  will  consist  of  Drs.  N.  K.  Wood,  Louis  M.  Spear,  Robert 
M.  Green.

Report  of  Ladies’  Aid  Association 

For  a  number  of  years  the  Ladies’  Aid  to  St.  Monica’s 
Home  has  been  in  existence,  with  the  primary  object  of  raising 
money  for  the  support  of  the  Home  and  to  lend  a  general  inter¬ 
est  in  its  welfare.  The  annual  Fair,  always  held  early  in 
November,  is  the  principal  means  by  which  it  is  hoped  that 
$1000  or  more  shall  be  netted.  The  St.  Monica’s  Sewing 
Circle,  composed  of  colored  women,  have  ably  helped  at  this 
sale  for  several  years  by  having  a  table  of  their  own  handiwork. 

During  the  past  year  it  was  thought  best  instead  of  having 
the  usual  entertainment  in  the  spring  that  each  member  of  the 
Ladies’  Aid  should  be  responsible  in  collecting  what  money  she 
could  from  her  friends.  Two  of  the  members  were  able  to  have 
a  very  successful  concert  as  their  share,  and  a  considerable  sum 
was  subscribed  in  this  way.  With  this  money  a  much-needed 
pathway  of  granolithic  has  been  made  from  the  house  to  the 
Highland  street  entrance  with  necessary  catch  basins.  Standing 
as  the  house  does  on  the  top  of  a  hill,  the  rains  have  been  more 
or  less  destructive  in  washing  away  the  gravel  path  in  former 
use,  and  this  new  walk  is  a  great  improvement. 
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The  Christmas  entertainment  for  the  patients  is  always  the 
pleasant  care  of  the  Ladies’  Aid,  and  by  their  presence  at  the 
Tree  and  festivities  they  give  much  pleasure  to  the  inmates. 

The  annual  lunch  at  the  last  meeting  in  the  spring,  always 
held  at  the  Home,  is  a  means  of  keeping  in  touch  with  the 
doctors  and  chaplain  and  other  invited  clergy. 

Mrs.  John  Lowell,  for  many  years  the  President  of  the 
Ladies’  Aid,  has  felt  obliged  to  resign,  and  with  much  regret  her 
resignation  has  been  accepted.  It  will  be  hard  to  fill  the  posi¬ 
tion  which  she  has  so  long  held. 

Mrs.  J.  P.  Loud,  who  was  elected  as  Treasurer  during  the 
past  year,  has  received  the  money  raised  by  the  Ladies’  Aid  and 
has  paid  out  what  was  needed  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Home. 

The  Association  feels  its  indebtedness  to  the  Sisters  of  St. 
Margaret,  who  without  remuneration  have  so  ably  served  in  their 
responsible  positions  during  the  years  of  the  existence  of  St. 
Monica’s  Home,  and  for  their  cordial  co-operation  with  the 
Ladies’  Aid.

Old  Colony  Trust  Company  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  hereby 
agrees  to  receive  payment  of  subscriptions,  donations,  bequests,  and 
devises  of  money,  securities,  or  land  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Monica's 
Home  for  Sick  Colored  Women  and  Children,  a  charitable  association 
conducted  under  the  auspices  of  St.  Margaret's  Sisters  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church.  All  such  payments,  donations,  bequests  and  devises 
received  are  to  be  held  by  it  as  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  St.  Monica's 
Home  Fund,  and  upon  the  following  trusts,  subject  to  such  modifications 
satisfactory  to  it  as  may  be  rendered  necessary  by  the  stipulations  of 
individual  subscriptions,  donations,  bequests  and  devises. 

1.  To  hold  and  manage  the  principal  of  said  fund  perpetually,  and 
to  invest  and  reinvest  the  same  with  full  power  to  sell  the  same  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  to  alter  or  change  investments  at  any  time  or  from  time 
to  time. 

2.  To  pay  the  net  income  of  said  fund  as  constituted  from  time  to 
time  by  quarterly  payments  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  Home.  In  deter¬ 
mining  who  is  at  any  time  Treasurer  of  said  Home  said  Trust  Company 
may  rely  upon  the  statement  of  any  officer  of  said  St.  Margaret's  Sisters. 

3.  In  case  at  any  time  said  Home  is  discontinued,  or  in  case  for  any 
reason  the  trusts  above  defined  cannot  be  carried  into  effect,  the  income 
of  said  fund  is  to  be  thereafter  applied  or  paid  by  said  Trust  Company 
to  some  similar  charity  carried  on  within  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  chosen  by  the  Society  of  St. 
Margaret,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  Massachusetts,  and 
approved  in  writing  by  the  officers  of  the  St.  Monica’s  Ladies’  Aid 
Committee,  as  now  constituted,  or  its  successor,  if  any.
